To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of theFoiaD>ppn,_
United 8tat«8 in Congress Assembled: The Memorial of the Legislative pri*timt*
Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota respectfully represents: r«dtroc

That the country through which said road will pass is attracting a Urge
amount of emigration, numbers of whom hare already settled for a dis-
tance of thirty milts from St Paul along the line of said road, which has
already been surveyed and marked out under and by virtue of an act of
the Legislature of this Territory.

Your Memorialists would further represent to your Honorable Bodies
that atid road is located to run from St Paul, by way of Little Canada,
and commencing south of quarter post, between sections 21 and 28, of
township 30, north of range 22, west of the 4th principal meridian; thence
north, crowing the Rice Creek, in township 31, range 22 west, in section
two (8), to the western shore of Three Pine Lake or Indian Battle Ground
Lake,tae western part of section 14, township &, north of range 22 west,
4th meridian, and intersecting the Point Douglas and St. Louis River
Road.omr tb* eighty-fint mile post.

That said road will also run through a great portion of public lands
that wilt be ratihfiy taken up, said lands being well adapted for farming
purposes, and the construction of said road will thereby tend to develop
the •eaoarce* of that section of our rapidly improving Territory, and at the
same time confer a great boon on the hardy pioneers who hare already
settled thereon.

Tour Memorialists would further represent, that said road wilt be in a
direct line from St Paul to the St Louis Bay, on Lake Superior, the dis-
tance being from St Pan! to the intersectmg point of said road, about fifty
miles, aad in furtherance of the objects of this Memorial, your Memorial-
ists would respectfully urge upon your Honorable Bodies to appropriate
the stun of fifteen thousand dollars for the construction of said road, being
the most direct mail line running north from St. Paul, connecting with the
Point Douglas and St. Louis River Road to Superior, in Wisconsin.
